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Boyne City coordinates hurricane relief efforts 


The City of Boyne City held a meeting Tues- 
day and invited church and civic leaders to par- 
ticipate in a round table discussion for the co- 
ordination of local hurricane relief efforts. 

City manager, Mike Cain, Mayor Eleanor 
Stackus and chamber director Scott MacKenzie 
have all received numerous calls wondering 
where to donate, and what items were needed 
for the victims of Hurricane Katrina in the Gulf 
areas hardest hit by the recent storm. 

Many local church leaders said that efforts 
have already begun in their various congrega- 
tions, with most of the money collected being 
diverted to denominational disaster relief agen- 
cies. 


Morning mist 


Challenge Mountain has also already begun 
a relief effort, with a planned sale and auction 
for Sept. 17 (see Coming Events, left), with all 
proceeds going to the victims of Hurricane 
Katrina. Most of the Challenge Mountain ef- 
forts will translate into cash donations, but they 
will also be sending clothing, when they are 
given the go-ahead on in-kind donations. 

With several other organizations planning 
fund-raisers, from the Pink Ribbon lady bikers 
to the Boyne Mountain project, the city decided 
it would be helpful to create a coordinated, area- 
wide relief effort. in order to climinate dupli- 
cation and confusion. 

The city will manage efforts by different 


groups to collect, manage and distribute finan- 
cial and in-kind donations, with the goal of 
making sure that every donation is properly 
distributed, and that there are people on the 
ground in the affected areas to deal with the 
influx of donations so that the aid does not cre- 
ate an additional burden of stock-piled cloth- 
ing, blankets, food and water, but is rather im- 
mediately gotten to people in need. 

Other local efforts are ongoing, both through 
the Boyne City Housing Commission in coop- 
eration with the department of Housing and 
Urban Development, as well as church groups 
and private citizens, to look into hosting fami- 
lies and individuals who have been displaced 


by Katrina and will need housing for as many 
as nine months. Jim Cooper, superintendent of 
the Boyne City schools, is also looking into a 
hosting project, and asked that other groups 
who are contact him so that if there is a need to 
bring families to the area, the numbers do not 
exceed the area schools’ ability to serve the 
additional students. 

John Bennett of East Jordan Plastics, work- 
ing with Kristine Garver Krolezyk of Northern 
Star broadcasting, is working on providing a 
semi-truck, gasoline and a driver for transport- 


ing goods to affected areas. While tt is still in

Streetwork approved, bids awarded 


Bids were taken for Vogel Street reconstruction, and Bay and 
South Lake Streets reconstruction in Boyne City last week.. 

The Vogel Street project low bidder was H & D Con- 
struction, with a bid of $114,885.06. The project will in- 
clude the reconstruction of Vogel between Lake and Park 
streets, and will include the installation of new water and 
sewer lines, curbs, gutters and sidewalks, as well as a rede- 
fined intersection at Vogel and Lake streets. Construction 
is scheduled to begin as soon as possible this fall. 

The Bay and S. Lake Streets reconstruction project was 
awarded to Tri-County Excavating for a total bid of 
$317,500.40, which included two divisions. Division A was 
the Bay St. portion, which will include new water and sewer 
lines along Bay Street from Addis to W. Michigan, including 
Bay and part of John St. There will be rolled curb added on 


the south side, and storm structures will be inserted as well. 
Division B, the Lake St. portion of the project, will en- 
tail finishing Lake St. from Division to the area of Glen’s. 
It will be all paved, curbed and guttered, with water, sewer 
and storm drain work. There are no sidewalks as part of 
this project, other than handicapped ramps at intersections. 
Both divisions of the Bay and S. Lake Streets project 
will also be completed this fail, although there may be some 


remaining clean up work in the spring. ‘ 


Citizens may notice crews digging at Tannery Park. The 
city is extending a water main toward Marshall Rd., cut- 
ting through the parking lot, which will be graveled for a 
while. Some houses in the city have been experiencing prob- 
lems with. their wells, and the city is adding them, at the 
homeowner’s expense, to the city water system. 


Harry Watson: 
a snapshot of 
East Jordan

Harry Watson ts fond of saying he hasn't lived in East Jordan his 
whole life — yet. He was born in Hayes Twp.. just outside of East 
Jordan, and has lived here ever since, though. He also said he never 
graduated from high school, and again, he is telling the truth. The 
high school in East Jordan had burned down, you see, so Harry and 
his classmates graduated from the Temple Theatre. and then he went 
on to Milwaukee School of Engineering to be an electrical engi- 
neer, and then to Michigan State College. before it was a univer- 
sity. But he didn’t finish. because in December of 1941. Harry en- 
listed in the Navy. 

He feels pretty strongly about that. still. We should have been in 
the war before Pearl Harbor, he said, and he echoes his own father 
and an uncle who was a career military man, But Pearl Harbor was 
hit in December, and then we were in, and Harry was one of the 
first in line. He joined the Navy. and volunteered to be in a subma- 
rine. The Navy doesn't recruit to Submarines. Harry said, you have 
to volunteer, and only about 10 percent of the sailors who do are 
accepted. Harry served as a torpedoman’s mate in a dangerous place 
during WWII, when one out of five American subs were sunk. 

Harty was off the submarine and in the hospital when his sub 
was hit, and none of the men he served with survived7He tells of it 
briefly, uncharacteristically serious. 

“I was taken off and put in the hospital someone else re- 
placed me,” he said simply, and added that helt guilty about that 
for a long time. His good humor reasserted itself quickly when he 
was asked how badly he was injured. Bad enough. he said, laugh- 
ing, that if there was ever a national disaster. his injured veteran 
status would get him evacuated just before the women and chil- 
dren. : 

A single child of the East Jordan funeral director and his wife. 
Guy and Helen Watson, Harry learned important lasting lessons 
from his parents. 

“When the crash came, (my dad) lost everything he had. It took 
him until 1950 to recover, but he paid back.every dime,” Harry 
said. “He instilled in me that you pay your bills.” 

That wasn't all: his father served as the mayor of East Jordan,

The Korthase name has been a fixture in Northern 


jae almost since the beginning. Emigrating from 

Tmany to Charlevoix County in the late 1800s, 
Heinrich and Johanna Korthase and four subsequent 
generations have worked as farmers, teachers, loggers, 
stone masons, high school sports officials, and business 
owners throughout the region, The Korthase Insurance 
Agency’s roots also run preity deep, dating back to 1926. 
Originally part of the State Bank of East Jordan, the in- 
surance business was started by Robert A. Campbell. In 
1959, the agency was separated from the bank, and be- 
came known as the R. A. Campbell Agency. In 1960 the 
agency expanded into Boyne City where it opened an 
office in the Northwestern State Bank building. 

In 1983, Bill Korthase joined the agency, which was 
then known as the Campbell Lindsay Agency, with Bill 
Lindsay working as the Managing partner. In 1992, Bill 
Korthase purchased the East Jordan office and subse- 
quently acquired the Boyne City location in 1996. At 
that time the name was changed to Korthase Insurance 
& Financial Services, and the agency entered a period 
of dramatic growth. In 2001, the Petoskey location was 
opened, and by 2003 Korthase Insurance & Financial 
Services employed approximately 35 people and had be- 
come one of the largest insurance and financial services 
firms in northern Michigan. 

T recently caught up with Bill Korthase, who shared 
his thoughts on the latest chapter in the long history of 
this Northern Michigan success story. 

Q: Bill, as a lifetime resident and business owner in 
Northern Michigan, what do you see as the opportuni- 
ties and challenges facing small businesses in our re- 
gion today? : 

_ A: Life today seems to be increasingly complicated 
as people have access to a tremendous amount of infor- 
mation, which is often a curse as much as a blessing. As 
a small business owner, I have found that our customers 
are inundated with offers, promotional claims. Internet 
advertisements, etc., from national as well as interna- 
tional companies. These companies spend millions on 

. advertising and certainly have the marketing power to 
“tell a good story.” As local business people. we are 
challenged with having our message heard amidst all of 
this noise. 

Q: How do the small businesses compete in this kind 
of environment? 

A: 1am convinced that our local businesses often pro- 
vide comparable products, competitive prices, and bet- 
ter service than many of these large companies. How- 
ever, in spite of these advantages, it remains a challenge 
to avoid being steamrolled by the marketing muscle of 
the large chains. The bottom line is that the local busi- 
nesses have to be better than the large players, just to 
have a fighting chance. 

Q: [understand there are some changes in the wind at 
Korthase Insurance; can you shed some light on things? 
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Insurance & Minancial Services 


A legacy of frust and caperfise 


A: I joined the insurance agency in 1983 and saw our 
company grow from 5 or 6 employees to nearly 40. We 
opened the Petoskey office and expanded our group 
health insurance and financial services offerings dramati- 
cally during that time. In recent years I’ve contemplated 
slowing down a little. and, in fact. in 2003. | was ap- 
proached by a large financial institution who was inter- 
ested in acquiring our agency. While flattered by their 
interest, as a local businessman, I couldn't get comfort- 
able with the idea of selling out in this manner. 

Q: What was the problem? 

A: We've always operated as a local, community ori- 
ented business. We have offices close to our clients. 
hire and train local people, and provide a high level of 
customer service that might not be deemed cost effec- 
tive in the eyes of an institutional owner. We sponsor 
local initiatives and feel a tremendous sense of grati- 
tude and responsibility toward our communities. 

During my initial discussions with the potential buyer, 
it became obvious that their organization was much more 
bottom line oriented. It became clear to me that if we 
sold our agency in this manner, the culture that we had 
built over nearly 80 years would probably not survive. 

Q: So what are you doing? 

A: In late 2003. I first met my new partners. Randy 
and Denise Flinn. Randy grew up in St. Ignace, and 
after ving in Chicago since college, he was ready to 
move back to Northern Michigan. Randy is a CPA, 
Denise is a licensed Life and Health Insurance Agent, 
and both have a great deal of experience in managing 


small businesses and customer service organizations. Af- 
ter our initial discussions, I knew this was the perfect 
situation. 

Q: What do you mean “the perfect situation”? 

A: It was clear that Randy's small town roots were 
close to the surface and that he and Denise shared the 
values that were at the core of our agency. It was also 
clear that Randy’s finance skills and management expe- 
rience was just what I needed to help manage the growth 
we have experienced in recent years. 1 enjoy working 
outside the office. meeting with clients, and creating 
growth opportunities for our people. 1 needed someone 
who could effectively manage the organization while al- 
lowing me to continue working in the way I was most 
effective. 

Q: So where do things stand today? 

A: Randy and Denise have been actively involved 
for nearly 18 months, and 1] am very satisfied with the 
way things are developing. Randy is getting his arms 
around the agency operations and has expanded our fi- 
nancial services offerings while Denise has taken on the 
management of our Employee Benefits Group. As a re- 
sult. I have been able to extract myself trom day-to-day 
operations and take a little more time for myself. 

We're now at the point where I felt it was time to add 
Randy and Denise's name to the agency. They have as- 
sumed a great deal of the responsibilities which has al- 
lowed me to sleep better at night and enjoy more time 
with my wife, Deb.

Twice today IJ have seen photographs that hurt my heart, 
and brought tears to my eyes before 1 knew they were com- 
ing. 

One was a tiny baby, with a beautifully pouting pushed- 
out lower lip sitting in his daddy’s baseball glove. He was 
not expected to live a day, his mother said, but he lived 
instead nine wonderful, cherished weeks, even gaining 
weight. His body wasn’t built quite the way it needed to 

be to sustain life, and he 
succumbed, after having 
supplied his loving par- 
ents with oodles of 
photo ops, and chances 
to kiss his sweet, warm 
face. 

_ , The other was just an 
aerial shot of New Or- 
leans, its streets black 
with water, some build- 
ings roofless. It was too 
far away to see the death 
or despair on those 

streets and in those buildings. But I know that there lurk 

under the water uncounted, unnamed bodies that are turn- 
ing into biological weapons as they decompose, contami- 
_Nating that marauding water. 

Katrina, unexpectedly, has brought out humanity’s worst 
in so many instances the last couple of days. The looting, the 
murders and rapes — even rapes and murders taking place 
inside the Superdome, a building donated as a place of ha- 
ven, of refuge, has become dangerous, the news tells us. 

But disaster brings out the best, too: the old man, hid- 
ing in his attic from the rising water, without food or clean 
drinking water, who still motions rescuers onward. That 
house there is full of people. They need help more. 

The policemen and hospital workers who are putting 
in 20-hour shifts, grabbing a couple hours of sleep and 
starting again. The counter flood of humanitarian work- 
ers, EMTs, church mernbers, who are arriving in Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana and giving aid. The younger man who 
will not leave his elderly, ailing mother to save himself, 
and dismisses his heroism as “doing what I had to do.” 

These stand in opposition to the scenes of people kick- 

_ ing im windows, carrying oiit great armloads of clothes, 
shoes, electronic equipment — carrying it — where? Are 
these thugs from other places, whose houses are sti! intact, 

or are their houses drowned, and they feel entitled to prop- 

erty replacement at the expense of strangers? Do they have 

a place to take all those pillaged goods? What value is there 

in a fine music system, if there is not house to put it in, no 

stand to set it on, no outlet to plug it in? What use are 16 
pairs of shoes, when the streets run with filthy water? 

Most frighteningly, what good can come of bands of 
homeless men, armed with weaponry stolen from the 
sporting goods sections of Walmart and other retailers? 

My tears for the thousands displaced, homeless, some- 
times missing family and friends, are mingled with hor- 
ror at the inhumanity that is also unfolding in Katrina’s 
aftermath. 

I wonder where I would stand. 

If my house, my place of business, my bank, the gro- 
cery store, my car, my children, my husband, my church, 
were all under water — if J had lost everything, where 
would I stand? 

Would I despair? 

Ona smaller scale, but one that ranks high in the realm of 
personal tragedy, how would I respond to the loss of a child? 

The mother who brought me the photo of her young 
son, perched in that baseball glove — oh, how she smiled. 
She shared the gorgeous pictures of a son she had been 

_ told would not survive-one day, and she radiated grateful- 

ness that she had, instead, nine perfect weeks. Did she 

rail against God and cry “Why me?” 

I will never know if she did, but by the time I met her, 
she’d found peace, and what came across was pride in a 
son whose pouting lip was happily sealed in her memory, 
and gratitude for a life that enriched her own immeasur- 
ably, for nine whole weeks. 

What would I have done? Would I despair? 

T always hope, selfishly, that I don’t have to find out. 
My guess is that I would not steal electronics. That seems 
impractical to me. But would I steal food? Would I take 
the first opportunity to save myself, or would I motion 
the rescuers on to a needier neighbor? Would I even be 
aware of my neighbor’s need? 

Would I scream at God if he did not spare my infant 
son; if in his wisdom, he created a tiny body that was 
never meant to live? Would I resent that interference in

There’ are massive tragedies, and personal tragedies, 
and both test the mettle of mankind.

“It was dark when I asked her,” Harry agreed. 
She was teaching school in East Jordan, and she 
and Harry became friends. When Harry returned 
from the Navy on leave during WWH, he said 
that he told her she might as well have his insur- 
ance as anyone, and would she marry him? She 
said no, but relented, leaving skeptics and disap- 
pointed young men in her wake. 

“People said if you marry Harry Watson, you’ | 
have a good time, but he’ never take care of you, 
and it won't last,” Harry said. He has proved them 
wrong, and still says that Mrs. Watson is the num- 
ber one best thing that ever happened to him. 

“She always said divorce is a word that is never 
mentioned in this house. ‘Murder’ — almost ev- 
ery day,” he laughed. 

Harry came back from the war and finished his 
residency at his father’s funeral home, and then 
went to Wayne State University and finished his 
schooling. And then he came home and went into 
the construction business, where he remained for 
25 years, employing, as he put it, 65 families with 
an open door policy and at above-scale wages. 
He attributes his success to the many good people 
he had working for him. 

“We kept good people for 25 years.” he said. “I 
would be selfish if] said my success — what suc- 
cess there has been -— was my fault. because it 
isn’t. Life has been tremendously wonderful to 
me.

He can cite a hand-

Someone once 
accused Harry of 
being a bully, but 
he doesn't think 
that’s it. 

“Don’t get me 
wrong,” he said. 
“I've had my share 
of contlagrations — but it was because I wouldn’t 
let anyone else bully.” 

At 82, Harry still has his share of conflagra- 
tions, and he imagines some people think he 
should just tet things go now, let other people 
worry about them. But. 

“Its my town,” he said, and so he stays in- 
volved, paying close attention to city politics, and 
being a board member at the Jordan Valley Dis- 
trict Library, as well as being active in the Pres- 
byterian church — like his parents before him. 
He knows almost everybody. and most of his com- 
ments about people start with. “What a great guy,” 
or “What a marvelous friend.” or “We go way 
back.” He truly believes his success is attribut- 
able to his friends and then people who have 
worked with and for him over the years. He listed 
a number of Petries, Drenths, Malpasses, Porters 
and others. and said, “If you surround yourself 
with people like that, you can’t help but turn out.” 

Outspoken. perhaps occasionally abrasive. 
Watson personifies East Jordan: feisty and hard- 
working. good-natured and better hearted. loyal. 
faithful. and generous. Many people are proud to 
claim his friendship --- many have said of him,

“Harry Watson is my best friend.” 

“You have to be a friend to have a friend,” Harry 
said. His repertoire of advice is as varied.as his 
occupations, which have included master electri- 
cian, bottom board builder (both by 16), contrac- 
tor, funeral home director, engineering and con- 
sulting, air ambulance, airplane sales, monument 
and marker scribe, and probably many more. In 
addition, he has taken his turn‘on the bank board, 
the builder’s board and the Grandvue board. He 
was an assistant scout master and then a scout | 
master — he and Bruce Malpass had East Jordan’s 
first Eagle Scout. 

“T never quit working,” he said. “I enjoy it. 
That’s the secret of life: keep yourself physically 
and mentally occupied — especially mentally.” 

He also said that too many people get married > 
because they love each other, but they don’t like 
each other. He said love won't sustain you through 
the decades if you don’t like each other very well. 

“Tolerant is the toughest thing in the world to 
be,” he said. 

He believes people want to fight with their fists 
only when they don’t have the wits to fight with 
instead. He thinks it’s too bad that police officers 
have to make a split second decision on the same 
things the courts take six months to figure out. 
He thinks “foul balls” usually hang themselves, 
mixing his metaphors in an attempt to say that 
you don’t have to judge people much — the tryth 
will out one way-or the other, usually. 

Harry Watson gives the city of East Jordan and 
the people who live or have lived here all the 
credit. and takes little himse!f. hoping that he has 
given something back to a town and the folks who 
gave him everything. 

But in the end, it gets even closer to home. 

“The best thing that ever happened to me is Mrs. 
Watson, our kids and grandkids.” he said. “If there 
was something we did right, we raised three good 
kids.”
